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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Lyndeboro: 

My first Annual Report as Superintendent of Schools 
in this district will necessarily be brief because of my 
short acquaintance with your school system. First let 
me pay tribute to my predecessor, Mr. Currier, for the 
splendid organization of school affairs throughout the 
district which has made it possible for me to take over 
the work at such decided advantage. 


Program of Studies 

In the first six grades we are following the program 
of studies recommended by the State Board of Educa- 
tion which is in almost universal use throughout the 
state. A similar program is in preparation at the state 
office for grades seven and eight and we can take ad- 
vantage of some of the material which has already been 
prepared for that program to strengthen the work of 
these two grades 1n preparation for high school. 


The Teaching Staff 

Lyndeboro has been fortunate in keeping all the 
teachers over from last year, the resignation of Mrs. 
Berube, in South Lyndeboro recently, being the first 
break for more than a year. . Her loss is particularly un- 
fortunate for it interrupts the work in a school that was 
making excellent progress. We have had to employ two 
substitutes in a period of six weeks. Miss Sargent, who 
takes up her duties February 25, comes to us very high- 
ly recommended and we anticipate a successful comple- 
tion of the year. 

Good schools depend more upon good teachers than 
upon all other factors combined and good teachers com- 
mand good salaries. The average salary for women 
teachers in the elementary grades in New Hampshire 
last year was a bit over $900.00. In addition to the 
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regular teaching we have a special supervisor in music, 
Mrs. Fitch, who is serving in a similar capacity in five 
other towns. Music is recognized as one of the import- 
ant subjects and much better progress is made when 
the work of the regular teachers can be guided by a 
specialist in music. A good beginning is being made 
this year. 


School Progress 


From observation of the work in the school rooms I 
believe that normal progress or better is being made. 
This, however, is a general statement and mere observa- 
tion is not a reliable means of measuring the efficiency 
of instruction. Such a measure is. possible through 
judicious use of standard tests. A series of tests in all 
the elementary schools was given in October, similar to 
those given last year, in silent reading, language, hand- 
writing, spelling, and arithmetic. Individual record 
sheets have been prepared and class averages are also 
kept. The tests given have been used extensively in 
other school systems so that fairly accurate standards 
for comparison are available. It is not yet time to give 
a detailed account of the results, for a series of such 
tests is necessary to make a fair summary either of class 
scores or of individual records. The tests will be re- 
peated in May and we plan to have them given twice 
each year. The results will become more and more valu- 
able as time goes on. The purpose is, of course, not 
only to measure progress but to point out defects and 
to suggest remedies where defects are found. Adequate 
text books are in use in practically all the subjects but 
we need a better series of texts in language and gram- 
mar and a greater variety of reading material. 


Last November uniform tests 1n arithmetic and spell- 
ing were given throughout New Hampshire. The spell- 
ing test was one in which a number of city eighth grades 
had averaged about 74%. The average in all New 
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Hampshire eighth grades was 67.42%. The average in 
the Lyndeboro eighth grade was 57.1%. The arithmetic 
test was one that was given in Springfield, Massachu- 
setts, in 1846 to first year High School pupils and their 
average rank was 29.41%. New Hampshire eighth 
grades averaged on the same test 49.29% and the Lynde- 
boro eighth grade average was 43.7%. 


Attendance 


Monthly reports of absence and tardiness are re- 
quired from all teachers in the district and the per cent 
of attendance in every school is published in all the 
other schools. This has a tendency to stimulate better 
attendance. The average attendance in the Lyndeboro 
schools last year was very nearly 90% but Perham 
Corner school had 94144% which is about one per cent 
above the average for the state. The average so far 
this year is better than last year except at Johnson 
Corner and the low figures for September and October 
there are due very largely to the absence of children 
coming from Mont Vernon. It is coming to be more 
generally understood that absences are not excusable for 
other cause than sickness and that tardiness is unneces- 
sary at any time. 

Health Work 


The regular medical inspection of all pupils attend- 
ing school was made early in the fall by the school 
physician, Doctor Hatch, assisted by the nurse, Mrs. 
Young. The results of the inspection and the follow-up 
work which has been carried on since then are to be 
found in the report of the school nurse which follows 
this report. 

The lighting and the sanitary arrangements at the 
South, Centre, and Perham Corner schools are very sat-. 
isfactory and ventilation 1s good where the stoves have 
been inclosed in a jacket. The new hardwood floor and 
new desks at the South school are improvements which 
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make this building entirely satisfactory. The Centre 
school should have a jacketed stove so placed as to se- 
cure a current of fresh air for better ventilation. The 
lighting should be improved in the other two school- 
houses to conform with the standards recommended by 
the State Board of Education. It seems to have been 
your policy to bring the buildings up to these standards 
gradually and I trust that policy is to be continued. 


Public Interest 

The work of the schools is brought to public notice 
by exercises which the children give in connection with 
community meetings and in other ways. This does not 
necessarily reveal the quality of the class room work, 
however, and personal visiting by the parents is always 
to be urged. The more completely parents know and 
appreciate the actual work of the pupils in class the 
better it is for both parents and school. 


General School Progress 

The State Board of Education has just issued a pam- 
phlet entitled, “School Progress in New Hampshire in 
Five Years,’ which I wish it were possible to reproduce 
here. Those interested may secure copies by writing 
to the State Board of Education. Here are just a few 
of the outstanding items: 

The number of schools in the state having less than 
thirty-six weeks in the school year has been reduced 
from 924 in 1919 to 12 in 1923. This means that in the 
poor towns the period of elementary education has been 
increased from six and two-thirds years to eight full 
years. High School enrollment has increased from 
12,087 in 1919 to 17,023 in 1923. The enrollment in the 
Normal Schools has increased from 290 in 1919 to 617 
this year. 

The per cent of fully trained teachers has increased 
from 32% of the whole in 1919 to 42% in 1923. The 
gain in partly trained teachers is from 32% to 46%, and 
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the untrained teachers have been reduced from 34% to 
12%. Weare getting rid of the transient teacher, for in 
1919 540 changed position during the year but in 1923 
only 187. Medical inspection was available for only 
34% of the children in 1919; now it is provided for 
100%. The number of unsuitable buildings in use has 
been reduced from 500 to 85. It is estimated that the 
gain for rural schools in poor towns has been from 
about 40% efficiency up to about 70% efficiency. This 
has been accomplished at an additional cost to the tax 
payer of only 64c a year for each thousand dollars of his 
assessed property. 
Conclusion 

The loyalty and efficiency of the teachers, the sympa- 
thetic and earnest guidance of the school board, and the. 
manifest support of the townspeople are greatly appre- 
ciated; it is a delight to serve in such conditions as 
these.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 

A healthy group of school children is one of the 
fundamentals for a successful school. One of the great- 
est questions that confronts us today is how to make and 
keep our children well. The earlier we can reach the 
child in his school life the greater will be his own gain 
in health and service to the community. 

This year’s medical examination shows that nearly 
two-thirds of the school children have defective teeth. 
There are striking cases of school children greatly im- 
proved in health and scholarship in a few weeks after 
the removal of dental infection. It is said that the care 
of baby teeth is at least equal to and probably greater 
in importance than adult care, because of the influence 
of these infections at the important period of growth 
and development. Therefore it would seem that the 
greatest single thing that Lyndeboro parents could do 
to improve the health of their children would be to see 
that they have dental care. 

A great deal of interest is taken by the children in 
establishing health habits, and where there is coopera- 
tion in the home a very marked gain has been noted. 
The health habits have to do with fresh air, good food, 
regular open-air exercise, and cleanliness of hands, hair, 
teeth and body. 

A number of children have shown their interest in 
health by the making of posters, booklets, and writing 
of rhymes and essays.
